Napoleon 111, who has quite got pver his
late illness, opened the Frengh Chambers in
person, in the grande salle of the palace of the
Louvre, yesterday, the 14th of February.

The members of the Senate and of the Legis-
lative body who had not yet taken the oaths,
didd so yesterday. The Emperor was acoom-
panied by the Empress and the Prince Impa-
rial, Prince Napoleon, the Frincess Clotilde,
the Princess Mathilde, and other members of
the Imperial family. IHis Majesty told the
Asgembly that events of much gravity had
taken place in Edrope since he last had the
pleasure of addressing it, and that France had
yemainad o poutral looker-on 'illriug the con-
seut betwoen the two great German Powers, as
Lier interests were in no way compromised.

Ar l""'l.;?ll'*l" Ma-xiw, hig Mﬂjl_':it)' went on to
aay that he had withdrawn from that country,
as the saerifices required of France for the
upholding of the new empire were too great,
and that he was desirous of remaining on a
good footing with his allies the Americans. ‘

As was expected, the Emperor informed us
that, as nelghboring powers had so consider-
ably augmented their military forves, it was
his duty to maintain France in an invulnerable
state, and consequently the army of this
eountry must be reorganized and inoreased.

His Majesty makes some very slight allusions
to the soourges with which France has been
visited during the past year; he hopes that
the country will not grudge the*sums which
Le trusts will be voted

for those who have
been cruel sufferers by the cholera and by
the wundations. However, notwithstanding
these partinl calamities, the progress and
general prosperity of the country have not
slackened.  Within the present year the
public revenue has increased by fifty mil-
Mions, and foreign trade by more than a
million,

His Majesty thinks that extended liberties
may now be granted to the press, and that
there is no longer any reason to withhold the
yight of meeting for commercial and other
mon-political purposas,

The Imperial family, on its return to the
Tuileries, was  very much clhieered by the
thonsands standing in the way of the cortége.

TIH REPIREMENT OF THE ITALIAN MINIETRY.

Publie attention in France i3 now turned to
the affairs of Italy, Our correzpondent in
Florenie writes that public opinion is
more and more pronounced in Italy against the
bill on ecclesiastical property. The system of
& oomplete independence of the Church, ap-
planded nt the commencement of the Revolu-
tion, when its whole bearing was not well
anderstood, and when itwas looked upon as
an infallible means of obtaining Rome for a
eapital, has, little by little, enconntered
Church opposition,

This fact 18 not very surprizing in a country
which has been the theatre of continual
and inveterate struggles with the Church of
Rome. The theory of the supremacy of the
State is the traditional one of the lawyers and
publicists of Naples, In such a country the
bill, as may be imagined, meets with 4 great
number of adversaries, particularly amongst
the lower clergy, who fear, whether rightly or
wrongly, to find themselves delivered up to
the absolute authority of the bishops,
